bers were ſtarved to Death. Their Barbarity exten- 
ded fo far, as not to ſuffer the Men who were put 
on Board the eas, to ly down even on Planks, but 
they were obliged to fit on large Stones, by which 
Means their Legs ſwelled as big almoſt as their Bo- 
dic:.
